Sir:  In  compliance  with  Section  3165  of  the  Revised  Stat- 

utes of  Colorado  of  1908,  I have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you 
herewith  a rej)ort  of  the  business  of  this  department  for  the  bien- 
nial period  ending  November  30,  1920. 

It  is  with  a marked  degree  of  ]>ride  that  the  State  Board  of 
Land  Commissioners  calls  your  attention  to  this  the  banner 
period  of  its  administration  of  the  funds  held  in  trust  by  the 
State  of  Colorado  for  the  maintenance  and  siipport  of  its  school 
sy.stems.  The  total  receipts  of  this  office  for  the  period  just  closed, 
amounting  to  |3. 160,643. 02.  and  the  comparison  with  the  receipts 
for  the  biennial  period  of  1877-1878,  amounting  to  |D4, 000.00. 
full}"  illustrates  its  forty  years  of  progress. 

From  the  numerous  carefully  j)i*epared  tables  as  required  by 
the  statutes,  and  herewith  attached,  many  other  important  and 
intere.sting  features  can  be  determined,  and  it  is  my  purpose  to 
briefly  call  your  attention  to  a few  of  such  facts  as  set  forth  in 
the  tabulated  statements  of  this  report. 

Your  attention  is  specifically  called  to  the  balance  now  on 
hand  to  the  credit  of  the  Public  School  I’ermanent  Fund,  amount- 
ing to  16,507,574.12,  and  a coni]»arison  is  herewith  made  with  the 
balance  to  the  credit  of  said  fund  under  date  of  November  30. 
1902,  amounting  to  ^1,254,716.73. 

The  investments  of  the  Public  School  Permanent  Fund  in  in- 
terest bearing  bonds,  loans  and  State  Warrants,  as  shown  by  the 
office  of  the  State  Treasurer  on  November  30,  1920,  are  as  follows:

Jn  addition  to  tlip  above  Public  School  Perinaueut  Fund  on 
dei)osit  in  the  office  of  the  State  Treasncer,  this  department  has 
another  secured  and  interest  hearing  fund,  consisting  of  its  o\it- 
standing  and  unpaid  amounts  due  on  Certificates  of  Purchase 
contracts  of  the  sales  of  71S.2SS.42  acres  of  land,  amounting  to  a 
total  of  .ItKi.dol.OoT.SS.  as  shown  under  date  of  April  1.  1920,  in  the 
rej>orts  of  this  office  to  the  County  Assessors  of  the  State,  as  re- 
(piired  by  onr  statutes,  which  total  Certificates  of  Purchase  con- 
tracts fund  should  he  classified  as  a safely  secured  investment, 
hearing  interest  at  0 ]>er  cent  annually,  and  he  added  to  and  con- 
sidei-ed  a part  of  the  Public  School  Permanent  Fund. 

Therefore,  the  lMil)lic  School  Permanent  Fund,  in  its  total, 
should  he  classified  and  set  forth  as  follows:

Total  amount  of  Certificates  of  Purchase  contracts,  as  shown  by 
this  office  under  date  of  April  1,  1020,  secured  by  first  mort- 
gage lien  upon  718.2S8.42  acres  of  land,  and  bearing  interest 
at  6 per  cent  annually 6.451,057.88

In  addition  to  the  magnificent  Permanent  School  Fund  as 
above  set  forth,  it  must  he  rememhered  that  this  Department 
still  has  further  and  valuable  assets  in  reserve,  as  follows: 

Over  3.0fl(),000  acres  of  land,  so  classified  and  fixed  by  our 
experienced  land  appraisers  at  an  estimated  average  value  of 
i^lo-OO  per  acre,  which  future  asset  can  he  safely  estimated  at 
|45.0()0.0()0.()() ; also  the  estimated  value  of  the  mineral  lands  in- 
cluded in  said  asset  as  ]>laced  by  our  ^liiieral  Department,  should 
amount  to  another  .flOO. 000. ()()(). 0(1. 

The  land  values  of  the  School  Fund  have  been  steadily  in- 
creasing year  by  year,  as  shown  by  the  average  ]>rice  ]ier  acre  ob- 
tained from  the  sales  of  lands  during  this  period,  amounting  to 
f21.38,  as  compared  with  the  average  luice  per  acre  obtained  from 
the  sale  of  land  during  the  period  of  18S7-188S  of  per  acre, 

and  the  further  comparison  wilh  the  period  of  1915-1910 — .flO.27 
per  acre,  and  1917-1918 — 814.37  i)cr  acre. 

The  lease. rentals,  from  Avhich,  under  the  i-ules  of  former  years 
an  annual  rental  value  of  only  from  5 to  8 cents  jter  acre  was  ob- 
tained, have  now  been  advanced  under  our  new  “Immunity  Lease 
Kules”  to  exceed  an  average  rental  i»rice  of  15  cents  per  acre 
annualh’.  The  increase  in  such  leasing  revenue  is  shown  by  the 
annual  receipts  from  this  source  during  this  period,  amounting 
to  8380,540.84.  as  compared  with  the  recei])ts  from  the  same  source 
during  the  period  ending  Xovemher  39,  1890,  amounting  to 
855,809.50,  and  further  compared  with  the  recei])ts  for  the  period 
of  1915-1910  — 8-ll.b73.97,  and  1917-1918,  amounting  to 
8258,178.05. 
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Note  the  niarked  decrease  in  the  vacant  acreage  of  State 
school  lands,  whereby  the  leasing  of  the  vacant  area  has  been 
steadily  and  continnonsly  each  year  put  into  effect,  thus  increas- 
ing the  rental  revenues  as  shown  by  the  land  acreage  vacant  at 
the  close  of  this  period,  ainonnting  to  359,82a. 90  acres,  as  com- 
pared with  the  vacant  acreage  on  November  30,  190G,  ainonnting 
to  1,301,293.83  acres,  and  as  further  compared  with  the  jieriod  of 
1915-1910,  of  705,850.02  acres,  and  of  1917-1918 — 450,252.95  acres. 

Sjiecial  attention  is  called  to  the  amount  of  interest  collected 
from  investments  of  the  State  school  fund  during  the  period  of 
1919-1920,  as  sIioavu  by  the  books  of  the  office  of  the  State  Treas- 
urer, amounting  to  |!403, 728.90. 

The  operation  of  Avliat  is  termed  the  “State  Farm  Loan  Law” 
has  only  become  thoroughly  effective  during  this  biennial  period, 
and  by  reference  to  the  above  table  it  will  be  noted  that  the  farm 
loans  approved  and  consummated  by  this  office  during  1919-1920, 
amounted  to  |344,250.00,  as  compared  Avith  the  ajiproAed  and  con- 
snniniated  loans  of  the  previous  biennial  period,  amounting  to 
!|00.300.00.  Attention  is  also  called  to  the  increased  demand  for 
relief  under  the  iirovisions  of  the  “Farm  Loan  Act,"  as  shoAvn  by 
the  ap])lications  tiled  during  the  former  period,  amounting  to  110, 
as  compared  Avith  the  applications  receiAcd  in  this  office  during 
the  jieriod  just  ended,  Avhich  amounted  to  414. 

Your  attention  is  especially  called  to  the  maintained  and  in- 
creased successful  ojieration  of  the  ^Mineral  Dejmrtmeut  during 
this  Jieriod,  its  receijits  amounting  to  .f 228,072. 84,  as  conijiared 
Avith  1915-1910,  being  •1i'95,S01. 10,  and  1917-191S  being  8213.913.97 : 
and  to  the  further  fact  of  its  extensiA’e  groAvlh  during  the  jiast 
years  as  comjiared  Avith  the  receijits  for  the  term  ending  Xoveni- 
iier  30,  1890,  Avhich  amounted  to  only  8H.940.00. 

A nnmber  of  inijiortant  and  interesting  features  liaAC  entered 
into  the  business  of  this  dejiartment  during  the  jiast  tAvo  years, 
resulting  in  the  State  school  fund  acijuiring  additional  and  valu- 
able acreage  to  Avhich  it  Avas  legally  entitled,  and  to  the  extensiA'e 
jirosjiecting  and  deAelojinient  of  oil  and  gas  Avhich  may  be  con- 
tained in  State  lands. 

The  State  Board  of  Tiand  rommissioners,  jirofiting  by  the 
exjierience  and  enormous  reAcnues  obtained  by  the  State  of  Wyo- 
ming during  the  jiast  feAv  years  in  its  jiroduction  of  oil  and  gas, 
resulting  in  a confirmed  and  assured  maintenance  of  its  school 
systems  for  all  time  to  come,  and  fully  realizing  the  imjiortance 
of  the  re\'enne  to  be  derived  by  the  adA'ent  of  one  or  more  jirodnc- 
ing  oil  and  gas  AA'ells  njion  State  land,  has  endeaA’ored  in  eA’ery 
jiossible  mannei-  to  encourage  the  State's  oil  and  gas  lessees,  grant- 
ing liberal  concessions,  alloAving  large  areas  to  lie  leased  and  at- 
tached to  AA'ells  during  the  time  continuous  drilling  deA’clopment 
is  in  jirogress  in  such  AA'ells,  and 'many  other  favorable  induce- 
ments as  offered  in  this  State’s  oil  and  gas  lease  contract.  To 
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this  end,  the  Board  has,  through  its  Mineral  Department,  been 
instrumental  in  bringing  about  the  following  development  results ; 

Thirty-six  drilling  rigs  have  been  installed  and 
imt  in  operation  on  and  adjacent  to  State  land,  in 
various  localities  of  the  State. 

Approximately  48,792  feet  of  drilling  has  been 
])erformed  in  these  wells,  at  a cost  of  not  less  than 
|l,()S(),0t)().0(). 

The  total  amount  of  drilling  iierformed  amounts 
to  not  less  than  91/4  miles. 

During  this  biennial  period,  and  the  last  year  of  the  previous 
term,  this  office  installed  a new  system  of  records  for  the  classifi- 
cation and  care  of  State  lands,  and  it  was  found  in  this  re-check 
that  the  State  was  entitled  to  over  50,(100  acres  of  legitimate  base 
land,  lieing  an  additional  acreage  that  could  be  submitted  as  base 
in  exchange  for  lieu  land  in  selection  lists,  to  which  the  State  was 
entitled  from  the  Federal  Government,  under  the  original  ‘‘School 
Land  Grant.” 

Further,  it  was  discovered  by  the  Chief  Appraiser  of  this 
office,  in  the  examination  of  the  records  of  the  General  Land 
Office  in  Washington,  Avho  was  tliere  for  this  special  purpose,  that 
this  State  was  entitled  to  48,200  acres  of  other  lieu  laud,  the  base 
for  which  is  entitled  “Compensation  for  fractional  townships.” 
Prior  to  that  time,  it  was  assumed  that  there  was  a deficit  in  the 
acreage  due  to  the  State  in  return  for  Sections  10  and  30  located 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  Ute  Beservation,  but  until  the  in- 
stallation of  the  new  classification  records,  no  method  Avas  avail- 
able of  locating  and  determining  the  deficit  loss  and  presenting 
its  claims.  During  the  time  that  this  check  Avas  being  made,  it 
Avas  found  that  the  same  base  land  had  been  submitted  in  selec- 
tion li.sts  tAvo  and  three  times,  e\’en  in  some  cases  after  the  base 
had  been  patented  in  a previous  list.  This,  of  course,  rendered 
iiiA’alid  and  subject  to  loss  by  contest,  any  lands  included  in  those 
lists.  In  seAeral  cases  the  State  lost  the  lien  lands  and  Avas  forced 
to  select  lands  that  AA'ere  not  as  valuable. 

HoAA’ever,  this  office  Avas  not  aAvare  of  the  fact,  jirior  to  the 
iiiA’estigation  in  Washington,  that  the  State  Avas  entitled  to  addi- 
tional lieu  land  by  reason  of  ‘■Comjiensation  for  fractional  toAvn- 
ships.”  Therefore,  a total  of  ai)proximately  lOO.OOO  acres  Avas  re- 
coAered  to  the  State  and  }»laced  ujion  a reAenue  paying  basis.  This 
1()(),00()  acres  of  land  is  Avorth  at  least  an  aA'erage  of  .flO.OO  per 
acre,  or  .?1,()0().()()().00. 

The  special  grants,  such  as  Internal  ImiiroAement,  Agricul- 
tural College,  University,  etc.,  have  never  been  made  to  check,  the 
Internal  Improvement  grant  being  off  in  jirevious  biennial  jieriods 
by  about  150,()00  acres.  This  Avas  due  to  the  fact  that  the  old 
records  of  sales  Avere  incomplete.  The  special  grants  all  are  noAv 
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ill  such  condition  that  they  can  be  properly  handled,  but  prior  to 
the  installation  of  the  present  system  it  was  impossible  to  deter- 
mine in  any  way  the  correct  status  of  any  of  the  grants  to  the 
State  of  Colorado. 

As  fortr-fonr  years  have  passed  since  Colorado  Avas  admitted 
into  the  Union,  on  Angnst  1,  1876,  when  by  the  Seventh  Section 
of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  March  3,  1875,  this  State  was  granted 
and  acquired  its  title  to  Sections  16  and  36  in  every  township, 
where  such  sections  had  not  been  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by 
any  Act  of  Congress,  for  the  support  of  its  common  schools,  it 
would  seem  that  it  is  high  time  that  the  Department  of  the  Inter- 
ior at  AVashington  should  make  some  definite  and  final  ruling  to 
positively  confirm  the  State’s  vested  title  to  its  Sections  16  and 
36,  and  thereby  annul  the  clouded,  indefinite,  impractical  and  un- 
settled inference  as  set  forth  in  Section  15  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
of  Alarch  3,  1875,  as  follows : 

“That  all  mineral  lands  shall  be  excepted  from 
the  operation  and  grants  of  this  Act.” 

It  being  assumed  that  the  intent  of  this  Section  15  of  said 
Act  and  its  provision  Avas  to  aiiply  and  be  effectiA-e  only  during 
the  jieriod  of  time  required  by  the  State  to  take  oA'er  and  admin- 
ister its  granted  school  sections  for  the  benefit  and  use  of  its 
school  funds,  and  not  to  apply  to  all  time,  thus  tending  to  dispar- 
age and  unsettle  the  titles  to  such  lands,  lessen  their  value  to 
the  State  and  be  jiroductiA-e  of  great  hardship  and  injustice  to 
j)urchasers  of  land  from  the  State. 

It  is  evident  that  the  inferred  and  clouded  reservation  termed 
“All  mineral  lands”  as  jirovided  for  in  Section  15  of  the  Grant, 
Avas  intended  to  fipply  to  lands  only  AA’ith  “knoAvn  mineral  in 
place”  of  commerciaf  values,  and  not  that  the  term  “Alineral 
Lands’’  should  be  literally  implied,  for  if  such  Avas  the  jiossible 
intent  as  the  tAvo  AA’ords  imply,  every  Section  16  and  36  in  Colo- 
rado could  be  classified  as  “Mineral  Land”  and  the  State  Avould 
have  no  Grant. 

Assuming  that  the  normal  inter]n*etation  of  the  Avords  of 
the  Act  to  be  “knoAvn  mineral  in  place”  of  commercial  value,  only 
tAvo  methods  could  possibly  be  used  to  determine  whether  or  not 
any  of  the  Sections  16  or  36  contained  “knoAvn  mineral”  iirior 
to  the  passage  of  the  Grant,  viz : 

1.  Did  the  field  notes  of  the  approved  survey  of 
the  toAvnship  prior  to  the  date  of  the  grant  specifi- 
cally shoAV  the  existence  of  knoAvn  mineral  on  either 
Section  16  or  36? 

2.  The  proof  submitted  by  SAVOrn  evidence  of 
tAvo  or  more  Avitnesses  of  the  knowledge  that  “knoAvn 
mineral”  existed  on  such  section  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  Grant. 
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After  the  lajise  of  forty  years,  it  is  coiielusive  tliat  the  sec- 
ond method  of  ]>roof  is  now  impossible  and  not  to  he  considered. 

Therefore,  it  wonld  seem  that  the  indetinite  reservation  of 
“all  mineral  lands"  as  implied  in  Section  lo  of  the  Act  of  ("on- 
.uress  of  ^larch  ISTo,  was  intended  for  and  did  a])])ly  to  snch 
mineral  lands  as  were  conclnsively  disclosed  by  the. held  notes  of 
the  aj)proved  surveys  prior  to  the  State's  (Irant. 

Yonr  attention  is  called  to  extracts  from  some  of  the  various 
decisions  of  tin*  T.  S.  (teneral  Land  OHice  in  past  years,  as  fol- 
lows : 

"That  the  <>rant  as  to  saiil  sections  took  etfect 
and  the  State's  title  vested  thereunder,  upon  the  aj)- 
])roval  of  the  survey." 

"That  in  snch  cases  the  State  is  entitled  nnder 
said  Act  to  S(‘ctions  1(1  and  'M  for  the  snp])ort  of 
common  schools,  if  said  sections  were  not  known  to 
contain  minerals  at  the  date  of  the  api>roval  of  the 
survey,  and  that  the  discovery  of  minerals  on  .said 
lands  snbsc(pient  to  snch  an  a]>proval  does  not  de- 
feat the  title  of  the  State." 

"The  State's  title  to  the  lands  haying  vested  on 
the  a])i»roval  of  the  survey,  the  lands  not  being  then 
known  to  contain  minerals,  cannot  be  divested  by 
the  subsequent  discovery  of  minerals  thereon." 

On  ditferent  occasions  dni-ing  the  time  that  the  State  has 
been  administering  its  grant,  it  has  attem]»ted  to  submit  as  base 
in  a selection  list,  certain  school  sections  claimed  to  he  mineral 
at  that  time.  On  these  occasions  the  (ieneral  Land  Ollice  has 
ruled  that  these  ])articnlar  sections  were  non-mineral  in  charac- 
ter; therefore,  were  invalid  for  use  as  base  in  the  selection  of 
lien  lands.  These  rulings  should  have  established  definitely  the 
fact  that  the  lands  in  (inestion  were  considered  non-mineral  in 
character;  but  subsequent  to  that  time  the  Department  has,  with- 
out consnlting  the  State  of  Colorado  in  any  way,  issued  mineral 
})atent  on  those  tracts,  at  which  time  there  Avas  no  question  but 
what  title  to  those  jtarticnlar  tracts  was  vested  in  the  State  of 
Colorado. 

The  State  of  Colorado  maintains  that  it  Avas  Aested  in  its 
title  to  its  granted  school  sections  on  A\ignst  1,  ISTfi,  and  that 
only  snch  sections  or  portions  of  snch  sections  of  land  AAere  ex- 
ce])ted  from  the  grant  as  Avere  specifically  shoAvn  to  he  ^Alineral 
Lands’*  by  the  field  notes  of  the  approved  surveys  of  the  toAvn- 
ship  on  Angnst  1,  18T(i,  and: 

Snch  sections  or  subdivisions  of  snch  sections  of  land  as  had 
“heen  sold  or  othei-Avise  disposed  of  by  any  Act  of  Congress'’ 
prior  to  said  date. 
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That  it  has  duly  selected  its  indemnity  lands  in  lien  of  the 
excepted  lands,  to  confoi'in  with  the  ])i-ovision  of  the  orant. 

That  since  Aufiust  1,  ISTG,  it  has  been  in  possession  of  its 
f>ranted  school  sections,  lawfully  adininistepino’  the  funds  derived 
therefrom  for  the  benefit  and  su])])ort  of  its  common  schools,  by 
leasing,  selling,  issuing  i)atent  title  and  otherwise  disposing  of 
the  same,  as  directed  by  legislative  acts. 

That  the  State  of  ('olorado  now  and  at  this  time  desires  a 
definite,  final  and  ])ositive  ruling  from  the  Deinirtment  of  the 
Interior,  through  its  Honorable  ('ommissioner  of  the  Heneral 
Land  Office,  forever  settling  the  status  of  the  title  of  its  lands 
as  vested  in  the  State  by  the  Seventh  Section  of  the  Act  of  t'on- 
gress  of  March  3.  1875,  and : 

That  said  ruling  shall  ])rovide  for  the  elimination  of  the  ex- 
cej)ted  provision  as  set  forth  in  Section  15  of  said  Act.  termed 
“all  mineral  lands,'’  as  being  indefinite,  impractical  as  to  segre- 
gation or  classification,  as  implied  by  said  term  and  should  not 
hereafter  enter  into  or  possibly  alfect  the  State's  vested  title  to 
its  lands. 

Kecommendation  is  made  that  our  senalors  and  members  of 
('ongress  be  recjnested  to  make  a united  etfort,  either  by  a special 
act.  or  by  intercession  with  the  De])artment  of  the  Interior,  to 
the  end  that  the  “State’s  title”  may  be  definitely  and  forever  set- 
tled as  to  its  vested  rights,  set  forth  in  the  Seventh  Section  of 
the  Act  of  Congress  of  ^larch  3,  1875.  and  to  the  subsequent  Sec- 
tion 15  of  said  Act,  which  provides  that  “all  mineral  lauds  shall 
be  excepted  from  the  provision  and  grant  of  this  Act."
